and it is so evident a fact that few people 

would deny it—the usual reason is that 
modern books are judged, perforce, rather as 
light entertainment than as literature. 

So any reviewer will tell you. However 
eager he may be at the beginning of his career 
to hold all doch up to the touchstone of the 
masters, he soon discovers that nine books 
out of ten cannot, without incongruity, be 
taken so seriously. It would b: like com- 

ring a child's kite to an Imperial Airways 
ey and it would also be such a colossal! 
bludgeon for the grown-up children, who love 
these kites of modern fiction, that, if used, 
they simply wouldn’t know what had hap- 
pened to them or their simple toys. So every 
reviewer ends by adopting the attitude of : 
“This kind of thing is very good if it is the 
kind of thing you want, and since it evidently 
is the kind of thing you want, then you will 
find it very good.” And he goes his way, 
sorrowing. 


DECLINE OF FICTION 


There could be véry little harm in this if 
it were generally understood that fiction has, 
in the general run, 
entertainment. Then in that perfectly legiti- 
mate category we should have our master- 

ieces of entertainment, and nobody would 
a likely to confuse the merits of, 

us say, Ride: Haggard ~ with 
merits of Thomas Hardy, any more 
than we should confuse the gemus of 
George Robey with the genius of George 
Sand. But there are very few of our best 
sellers who would admit the distinction or 
care to be thought of as people who in then 
rivate lives dress in check tweed, drink old 
rown ale, and go to Brighton for their holli- 
days. On the contrary, we take ourselves far 
more seriously, even solemnly, and therefore 
ingenuously; than at any other period in the 
history of literature. That masterpieces, as 
Anatole France held, are created in all inno- 
cence, and recognised only by Time, who, as 
Mazarin said, is a man of honour, is not held 
by the writers of our day. Instead, the thing 
must be acclaimed at once, sometimes even 
before publication, and since the publishers’ 
motto is that of Barkis, and the public likes 
to see Fame red hot from the furnace, there 
has arisen an amazing competition in the 
manufacture of reputations. hat the manu- 
facture of reputations is on a par with the 
manufacture of antiques I refrain from more 
than suggesting 


AN INGENUOUS AGE 


Indeed, it is an ingenuous age, and the 
public is the ass. What another, less com- 
mercial period would have accepted for what 
it is worth, our hard-boiled period will only 
accept for twice its worth. Yet there may 
be wisdom in such bountiful sowing; we are 
made contemporaneous with immortality. 
“You want genius?” says the publisher. 
“We have it.’ And since [Time is 
too honourable to speak before himself 
neither public nor publisher will ever know 
whether this is a treasure they have dreamed 
of or a treasure they have found. Time need 
not worry. Colindale and Versailles, where 
the tens of thousands of modern novels keep 
one another warm by expectation, are the 
incubators of Truth. 


r modern books are genermly over-praised— 


Meanwhile it is worth observing | that the ; 


future historian of the literary history of 
our times will be amused by one thing- 
that whether the reviewer of those days said 
that a book was bad or whether he said it 
was good he was in either case anathema. 
For that he seems incapable of saying the 
one without overpraising it we agree, and 


appointing the fame-hunters I have su, 
ested. In his “A Time to Keep” Dr. 
Fialliday Sutherland told us how he slated a 
popular actress in a review of a play. The 
editor looked over the copy, and, drppping it 
sadly into the waste-paper basket, said, with 
a sigh, words to the effect that one cannot do 
that kind of thing in London. His experience 
is not uncommon. aA well-known publicist 
has confessed that he ceased writing articles 
on contemporary English books for an Ameri- 
can paper simply because the American publi: 
could not possibly find it interesting to be 
told constantly about a number of unim- 
portant books, and, since ninety per cent. 921 
the books that appear are, my iniormant felt, 
unimportar<, he could not find it in his con 
science t. say otherwise. Such integrity is 
golden, but rare. But since books 
must be vceviewed. and are, there is 
another kind of integrity for which 
the discerning public should watch—that 
which indicates to those who have ears to 
hear that while a book is excellent of its 
kind, its kind is not necessarily excellent. 
If that indication is given in all good, humour, 
then ne common reader can complain that he 
is deceived by anyone but himself. Never- 
theless, this is at best a sorry evasion; it 
is the beleaguered critic fighting for his 
integrity against the public and the 
ublisher with fame cowering in the Capitol. 
aoner or later there must be an organised 
foray, and the critics and the editors must 
get together and take the offensive. 


DECEPTION 


When they do they will have to consider 
the nature of the collaboration in deception, 
in which all take part, though not equa! 

art—novelist, publisher, public, reviewer. 

f these the novelist is really almost innocent, 
and, if it were not for his own conscience, 
he would be entirely innocent, since when 
the critics and editors sit in council they are 
concerned more with criticism than creation. 
The reviewer is not always so free from 
blame, and the more so according as he 
happens to bear a lofty name—on his first 
attention. The public is far from blameless, 
in so far as it has allowed its taste to be 
debased, and its appetite to grow by what 
it feeds on. And what of the publisher’ 

In truth, there are less publishers than the 
public thinks. But there are a large number 
of speculators. Time was when a publishing 
firm would have been ashamed to issue any- 
thing over its name that it could not recom- 
mend to ‘ts public on the highest grounds, 
whether as mere entertainment or literature. 
It did not vulidose the public. It presented 
its books as forcibly as it knew how, but 
always with regard for the elementary canons 
of good taste and commercial integrity. An 
improper book, even a book bordering on the 
improper, it would have long pondered over. 
I hold no brief for censorship, but when, 
in the Irish Free State, from one-tenth to 
one-fifth of the novels issued annually in 
England are banned as being in general 
tendency indecent, there is something wrong. 
It 1s, admittedly, an absurdly strict censor- 
ship, and the most outrageous mistakes have 
been made, such as the banning of '“ A Black 
Girl in Search of God,” ‘Elmer Gantry,” 
** Antony Stars Look 
Down ” and the like, but these are mistakes, 
and that reasons may found on the score 
of unhealthiness for the exclusion of hundreds 
ef books annually—and not all such foolish 
reasons ag in the case of these books—is a 
criticism which is not invalidated by 
individual errors of judgment. 

And the point is that such criticism is of 
the kind quite likely to please some pub-

Of the 
former type is the publisher with the long 
book-list. the hefty catalogue, the publisher 
who will publish an extended series of 
moderately-priced books and look to making 
his profit.over a large number of years, the 
publisher who will be content to put a writer 
on his lists and “keep him there for ten, 
fifteen, twenty, even forty yeas. In such a 
list the careiul writer can sauggle at his 
ease, adding occasionally and at decent 
intervals to his work. 

But if he bas by ill chance made his bar- 
gain. with the more pushing speculator— 
clearly he has mo chance to build up a repu- 
tation by degrees. If he makes a hit, well 
and good, he is boosted for a while. But as 
soon as he has ceased. to sell he is dropped 
absolutely. He then goea to another pub- 
lisher, and if this man is of the same 
type the same process occurs. And nothing 
is so bad for an author as to go from 
publisher to publisher. He ends by havmg 
his work scattered here and there: ne pub- 
lisher feels he has a permanent interest in 
such a rover: the bookséiler is puzzled to 
know where to get the man’s work: the public 
finds it hard to. remember him. The feally 
distinetive writer should fear as ome fears 
poison the eager speculator, for publishing is 
at its best a co-operation between publisher 
and writer) where each nurses the other by 


gentle encouragement: 
NEED TO COLLABORATE 


So this business of raprd-repute, aecom- 
panied by the inevitable lowering of critical 
standards concerns both critic and author, as 
well as the editor, who would wish io see 
the power of his journal used only to the best 
possrble purpose. lí these three can collabor- 
ate, and some stich orgamsation as P.E.N., 
or the Authers’ Club, could readily set the 
machinery in motion for such a conference, 
some effective form of action might with good- 
will and courage be evolved, in the interest 
of the public, in the interests of literature, 
in the interests of good publishing. 

Editors and reviewers might be asked to 
take action on such lines as these :— 

1. To refrain from reviewing books of an 
obviously speculative nature, such as the 
typical modern American tough-stuff literary 
shocker. 

2. To eliminate entirely the use of the first 
person in reviews, and to publish all reviews 
unsigned. Reviews migh® then become a 
little more objective, and the “ I-couldn’t-put- 
it-down” kind of criticism and,the impres- 
sionisti¢ kind of criticism be eliminated by a 
necessary elevation of standards of criticism. 

3. No journal, other than quarterlies, 
should ask any single reviewer to feview 
more than, at most, two novels at one time. 
This would mean that the critic would re- 
ceive, perhaps, six.movels. It is nonsense to 
say that a good critic needs to read the whole 
of any novel to test its quality, 
though he will generally need to read 
a novel in its entirety to criticise it; 
few reviewers will admit this publicly—all 
will admit it privately. He will, therefore, 
quickly select the best two. The effect will 
be to reduce the output, since if books are 
not mentioned by the papers they will not be 
asked for in the libraries. The standard of 
reviews will also tend to rise. 

4. Pre-publication opinions, other than in 
personal forewords, should be considered as 
improper for critics or novelists to give as 
for doctors to advertise. 

5. What is known as publisher's blur 
ought to be discountenanced. A book should 
stand on its own feet. Editors might agree 
to refuse to accept for review any novel not 
presented in a jacket free of this kind of 


thing. The effect would be to induce the 
public to rely on the critic in his weekly 
or daily paper, and the sense of ibiSty

This list should be based on an annual 
examination of the reviews which have 
appeared in each paper through the year, and 
would be undertaken under editorial control, 
An annual indication, under impeccable 
auspices, of the admiration of the examining 
body for the work of a particular publisher 
would be something to be prized by publishers 
and well understood by the public. 


A CENTRAL BODY 


Implicit in all this, as the reader will 
have observed, is the ultimate creation of 
a central body of editors, critics, and 
authors, whose authority should be beyond 
question. In Ireland there is such a body; 
so also in France. An academy has not 
yet been created in England, and it has 
been contrary to the general tradition of 
English literature up to the present to 
found one. But times have changed con- 
siderably since the ‘end of the last century, 
and the development of publishing, the in- 
creased number of readers (to an accom- 
paniment of what might be called literate- 
illiteracy) and the chaos of popular taste, 
calls for a new attitude. Whether euch a 
body could be called into being by the Go- 
vernment in collaboration with such writers 
as Shaw, Barrie, Mr. Gilbert Murray, 
Wells, Yeats, and the like, or nominated 
independently—which is the more likely to 
prove feasible—by such acknowledged 
authorities as these, does not really matter. 
Councils and academies are, like master- 
pieces, made by time and tested by the 
traditions they themselves gradually create. 
The work that such an English body could 
do, and the need for it which undoubtedly 
exists, would not but justify it even in our 
own time.

TROTSKY’S VIEW OF

From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MOSCOW, Monday. 
W va seventy-two hours m which to 


obtain a reprieve the fate of the six- 
teen defendants in the Moscow 
terrorist ’’ trial still hangs in the balance, 

The original law against terrorists did not 
allow of appeals, but a spectal decree enacted 
five days ago exempts the present case from 
the general rule.. 

"ae appeal is to the Central Executive Com- 
mittee, and it is thought here that since they 
have confessed so fully and abjectly the sen- 
tences of shooting may be commuted. 

The aimsir of the defendants were near 
to collapse when, after eight hours of de- 
iMeration, Judge Ulirich laconically pro- 
nounced the death sentences. 

The sixteen men, with haggard blood-shot 
eyes, were hardly able to stand, and it seemed 
as though they welcomed the sentences which 
put an end to their ordeal. 

The defendants were found guilty on all 
counts in the indictment, including the specific 
cha of killing Kiroff, and piottag to 
ra Stalin, Vironoshiloff, Kaganovitch, 
and other members of the inner circle of the 
Kremlin. 

If the sentence is executed it will be the 
first trme since the revolution that Red justice 
will have applied “the highest measure of 
social defence ’’—1.¢., shooting against founders 
of the Soviet State. 

The verdict was publicly announced at 
5.0 a.m. to the crowds who had been throng- 
ing the main streets of Moscow, a 
awafting the news. 

So dense were the crowds round the court- 
house that a cordon of mounted police had to 
guard it.

TROTSKY’S COMMENTS 


From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
OSLO, Monday. 


“The death sentences were to be expected,” 
was the terse comment made by Trotsky on 
the Moscow trial. ' 

“HhH would appear,” he said, “that tire 
deíendants were sentenced to death in spite 
of promises which they certainly got from the 
Ogpu (Soviet Secret Police) that they might 
save their lives if they pleaded guilty. The 
Soviet leaders will, doubtless, take no ac 
count of such promises. 

“It is impossible to know whether un- 
known spies, like Berman, Oldberg and 
David, are really going to be executed, or 
whether they are to be released under other 
names—and possibly receive promotion. 

‘Real political importance lies in the 
decision regarding the fate of Zinovieft, 
Kameneff and the other old Bolshevists.: The 
Government will not feel bound by the pro- 
mises of the Ogpu. But a choice of two 
decisions lies before them—either to execute 
them at once or to commute their sentences 
to one of imprisonment for life and to release 
them later on. The choice will depend upon 
the impression caused by the verdict through- 
out the world. 

“The suicide of Tomsky, who refused to 
degrade himself by appearing before the 
court, has no doubt made a strong impres- 
sion, even among the present rulers of 
Russia, and will have an important influence 
upon the final decision of the Soviet rulers 
on the fate of those under sentence of death.”

ROMANCE OF RYLANDS 
PAPYRUS 


o—— 


OW an enemy torpedo fired at a British 
HÍ ship in the Mediterranean in 1915 led 
indirectly to the saving of the oldest 
known fragment of manuscript of any part of 
the Bible was revealed yesterday in the bulletin 
of the John Rylands Library of Manchester. 
I? its finder had tried to bring the fragment 
home with him another lanes would have 
sent *t to the bottom of the sea. 

The fragment is that of a papyrus roll of 
the Book of Deuteronomy, in the Greek 
version of the Septuagint. which was written 
in the second century B.C., and is stated to 
be some years earlier than any other 


was brought to Great Britain by Dr. Rendel 
Harris, who had obtained it in 1937. Dr. 
Harris, in November, 1916, set out to join 
a friend in India. The boat on which he 
travelled was torpedoed and sunk in the 
Mediterranean. In consequence of exposure 
for two days in an. open boat his health 
suffered,: and he decided to remain in Egypt 
to await the return of his friend. During his 
stay there he hunted for papyri, but, finding 
the city dealers’ prices prohibitive, he 
ner does: fá the country and visited a number 
of ruins. There he found that many of the 
Fellahin had secret stocks of papyri hidden 
away in corners of their dwellings. 

He acquired many of the papyri which 
to-day form part of the Rylands collection 
That which yielded the ancient fragment 
was a piece of mummy cartonnage—papyrus 
torn up and stuck together with glue, and 
then coated with plaster to form a wrapping 
for a mummy. 

In 1917 Dr. Harris was joined by “his 
friend, and together they sailed for home 
In this case also, the boat was torpedoed 
Fortunately Dr, Harris had not brought his 
finds with him. He had thought it unsafe, 
and had left them in Egypt until such time 
is they could be broaght to England wit')ut 
rick. 

The cartonnage was examined recently by 
Mr. C. H. Roberts, of Oxford University, 
who succeeded in separating and identifying 
the various pieces of papyrus which it con- 
tained,

GIFT TO FAMOUS LIBRARY 


Two thousand Bibles in 350 languages and 
dialects, are included in a valuable collection 
of books which it was announced yesterday, 
has been presented to the John Rylands 
Library, Manchester, by Mrs, Hartland, of 
Hardwick Court, Chepstow, Monmout)shire, 
in memory of her late husband, Mr. Ernest 
Hartland. 

The nucleus of the collection had been 
acquired by Mr, Hartland from Dr. Walter 
Arthur Copinger, the first President of the 
Bibliographical Society in London, 

Among the bibles are fine ge of the 
Antwerp, the London and the Paris poly- 
glote, while of the septuagint Greek version 
there are copies of almost every known 
printed edition. There are at least 300 
different editions of the Greek New Testa- 
ment, beginning with’ the three earliest 
duogilots of Erasmus. 

The Latin Bible includes 65 editions of the 
vulgate printed before 1500. 

irty manuscripts, ranging from the 
thirteenth to the early twentieth century, 
were also in the collection, including a 
fourteenth century Bible, formerly owned by 
Frederick II. of Hohenzollern, Bishop of 
Augsburg, and a sketch-book of the famous 
seventeenth century Bohemian engraver and 
draughtsman, Wenceslaus Hollar. 

Most of the drawings and sketches are in 
pen and ink, but a number are in pencil and 
one or two are in red crayon. 

In the more modern portion of the gift is 
material relating to the mission which Dr. C. 
T. Beke, the Abyssinian explorer, undertook 
to King Theodore of Abyssinia in 1865-1866 
in connection with the Magdala affair. It 
includea a full autograph account of the part 
he played in the release of British subjects 
who had been imprisoned by Theodore.

Resigns 

Mr. L. P. Lord, managing director of the 
Morris group of Motor Companies resigned 
yesterday. ‘The reason was a private one, 
and my relations ‘with Lord Nuffield are 
perfectly happy and friendly,” he told a 
reporter at Oxford. Mr. Lord, who was 
formerly with the Hotchkiss Company, has 
been. associated with Lord Nuffield ior several 
years, and became managing director of 
Morris Motors, Ltd., in 1933. When that 
company acquired Wolseley Motors (1927), 
Ltd., and the M.G. Car Company, Ltd., in 
June last year, he was appointed managing 
director of the whole group. He has been 
described as “one of the most important men 
in the motor world.”’

Maynooth has now become a source of 
great interest for the tourist. The other 
day I was travelling on a "bus from that 
quarter, when I heard a Scotsman behind 
me eulogising the attractive little Kildare 
town. He found it very attractive; for 
he was telling his Irish listener that it 
reminded him, with its trees, of the en- 
trance to Edinburgh. That was a compli- 
ment, indeed. I never thought there was 
any city could compare with the Scottish 
capital, dour though it can be. 

t did not transpire whether this Scot- 
tish visitor had seen the College at May- 
nooth during his visit. I happen to 
have been there about a month ago, when 
I found this ecclesiastical establishment 
one of the grandest show places in Ire- 
land. But, then, I had for my guide the 
Reverend Dr. Kissane, whom I had often 
desired to meet. Dr. Kissane is Pro- 
fessor of Oriental Languages at the Col- 
lege, but hitherte to me his fame rested 
with the links. Dr. Kissane was, when 
I first heard of him, captain of the 
Hermitage Golf Club. When he showed 
me over the College he drew my attention 
to what is probably the most remarkable 
situation in Europe. That is the Protes- 
tant parish anaes, which stands within 
the gates of this Catholic cemetery ; and 
nothing but the most perfect harmony 
has ever existed between the Catholic 
priests and their Protestant fellow- 
countrymen. 


Architecture and Greasures 


In the grounds of Maynooth College Dr. 
Kissane also pointed out to me a wonderful 
yew tree. Said to be the largest vew in 
the world, this tree is known as Silken 
Thomas’s tree; for, according’ to tradition, 
it was planted by the great Geraldine him- 
self. Near the college gates stands the 
ruin of the old Norman castle of the 
Geraldines, its old stonework a still living 
example of the glories of Ireland’s past. 
Maynooth College—at least the foundation 
house—looks to me Queen Anne, though it 
may be early G-prgian. The other wings 
and additions and cloisters are the work of 
Pugin, and a very fine example of the Gothic 
style. In the cloisters hang the portraits 
of numbers of distinguished Churchmen 
associated with Maynooth in the past, who 
have gone forth on their mission all over 
Christendom. In the sacristy I saw the 
set of vestments presented bv the 
Empress Elizabeth of Austria in the 
early ‘eighties. These are of cloth of gold 
embroidered in green shamrocks, said to 
have been the work of Her Imperial 
Majesty herself. The name Flizabeth, the 
Arms of Austria and the date are 
worked upon them. In the sacristy there 
is also a fine painting of “ The Flicht into 
Egypt,”’ by Villavicenzi. It is the gift of 
the then Duke of Leinster in 1893 (a 
Protestant), and it depicts the foster- 
father as a worthy type of his house. 
There are also the rooms where King 
Fdward, Queen Alexandra and King 
George and Queen Mary were received 
when they visited the college; and, of 
course, Queen Victoria was also there. 


An Artistic Skid Bridge 


Some months ago I felt constrained to 
make a few strong comments on the glass- 
like surface of Annesley Bridge. On wet 
days it was a constant source of nerve- 
strain to motorists between the city and 
Clontarf. Skids were impossible to avoid, 
and emergency braking meant imminent 
danger of collision. Many—fortunately, 
minor—accidents occurred ; and it almost 
seemed to be necessary that a bad smash 
would have to happen before anything 
could be done to remove a veritable death- 
trap.

The Disappearing “ Spare ”’ 


Not many years ago in the history of 
motoring, no self-respecting traveller 
would dream of setting out on his journey, 
no matter how short, without a spare tin 
of petrol. Even if his own supply was 
well assured, there was always the chance 
of meeting a fellow traveller stranded 
high and dry many miles from home. 
Money was rarely accepted under these 
circumstances in exchange for the precious 
fluid, for who knows but the donor might 
find himself similarly situated in the near 
future, when he would take it for granted 
that like service would be meted out to 
him. 

On the same principal that many 
country blacksmiths refuse payment for 
the replacing of shoes cast “on the 
road, so did the same spirit of goodwill 
pervade the earlier days of motoring, 
when breakdowns were. more the rule than 
the exception, and the traveller who 
arrived safely at his journey’s end without 
incident was heartily congratulated by 
his friends. In those days the spare tin 
was frequently a thing of beauty to its 
owner, for it could be painted at any time 
and in any shade or colour to match or 
harmonise with the general scheme. I 
remember not so very long ago, a well- 
known petrol firm created quite a sensa- 
tion by enabling their clients to book 
orders for tins to match the paintwork on 
their cars. Nowadays, this artistic and 
useful adjunct to the motor car {s rendered 
unnecessary, by that magic invention, the 
reserve tank, and in its passing, much of 
the atmosphere of comradeship has also 
taken its departure. 


h was only the other day that I suc- 
ceeded in making the acquaintance of one 
of the most interesting men in this 
eountry. Mr. J. C. Sullivan, of Navan, 
who won the Cambridgeshire twice, the 
Lincoln, and the Ebor Handicap twice, 
now lives, like Gabriell D’Annunzio, 
in luxurious seclusion in Dublin.

Now for the defects: there are defects. 
In the first place, the actors in the 1866 
prologue are made up terribly. In the 
second place, the film could be cut here 
and there with advantage and re-joined. 
In the third place, some of the younger 
actors speak too loud; but this may be 
due to the fact that the recording 
apparatus manifestly was far from per- 
fect. The incidental music at times is 
brassy, and at other times there is a 
rattle from the screen like distant 
machine-gun fire. Occasionally the photo. 
graphy is out of focus; occasionally, too, 
a bit of a face or body obtrudes itself at 
the side in an unpictorial fashion. Then. 
however it happened, there is something 
like a scratch down the middle of the film 
in one reel, which appears as a white 
line on the screen. 
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But to be able to say of an amatenr 
production that its defects are almost all 
mechanical is an extraordinary thing. 
“ The Dawn ” is by a long way the most 
interesting and vital film ever produced 
in Ireland; and when the mechanical 
shortcomings have been repaired it 
probably will have a wide public outside 
Ireland. From the purely “ filmic ’”’

INDUSTRY

ORDER REDUCING HOURS 
OF EMPLOYMENT 


The Department of Industry and Com- 
merce has made an Order under the Con- 
ditions of Employment Act providing for a 
reduction in the hours of work in the boot 
and shoe industry from 48 hours to 44 hours 
a week. The Order also provides that the 
average weekly earrings of workers con- 
cerned ‘‘shall not be reduced merely be- 
cause of the reduction in the hours of 
work.”’ 

A second Order secures that young per- 
sons employed in the iadustry are deemed 
to be adult workers for the purposes of the 


Act. 


FEEDING OF BEES 


. 


IMPORTANT REMINDER 


Weather conditions in the Saorstat through- 
out the greater part of this summer have been 
distincly unfavourable to the collection of 
honey. Owing to excessive and continuous 
raintall, coupled with low temperature, bees 
were confined to their hives for long periods, 
during which, in a normal season, they would 
have been busily engaged in gathering in a 
store of honey. The result is that, instead 
of laying by a reserve of food, bees have been 
compelled during the past few weeks to fall 
back on supplies accumulated earlier in the 
season. Stores are, therefore, at present ex- 
ceptionally low, and, in fact, stocks and 
swarms are in many cases actually starving. 
This condition of affairs is so unusual at this 
time of year that some bee-keepers may not 
be aware of it. 

If bees are to be kept alive and active it 
is imperative that stocks and swarms should 
be kept under close observation and that 
artificial feeding should be practised when 
necessary. 

Full information regarding the feeding of 
bees is contained in leaflet No. 34, “ Hints on 
Bee-keeping,’’ copies of which can be had, 
free of charge, on application to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Dublin.

require substitutes such as d Liver Oil 
Emulsion, etc. 

‘The black, brown and yellow 
strikes at the health of the ates tin aes 
objections of the few to the taking of steps 
for its suppression should give way to the 
needs of the citizens as a whole. Burely it 
is not necésta at this time of day, to 
point out that there is a relationship between 
diseases of the respiratory tract and the 
smokiness of cities. The tar present in 
smoke is a source of irritation, §moke is 
an abomination, and even if it were not 
injurious to health, it should be put a stop 
to. 

“ The control of urban smoke is part of 
the common problem of cleanliness and 
decency. Even apart from the fact that 
it causes catarrh, sore throat and bronchitis, 
and that it aggravates other more serious 
diseases, It has a definite psychological 
interest for us, Smoke makes our. towns 
dirty and drab. Yes, and the dismal atmos- 
phere It causes leads to gloominess and 
depression, and perhaps even to worse. 


CAUSES AND CURE 


“In the Midlands one has heard it said, 
referring to the pall of smoke, that ‘ mack 
means wealth.’ This 1s an ancient shibboleth 
and should be buried. Well might one Say 
instead that, “a pure air lengthens the span 
of man’s life.’ What are the causes of this 
insanitary condition of the atmosphere? Jt 
is the large manufacturing chimneys which 
are the chief offenders, The two "principal 
causes of smoky chimneys are:—(1), in. 
sufficient boiler capacity; (2), improper 
stoking. In addition to these, there are 
faulty construction of boilers and poor 
quality of fuel. 

‘The cure consists in ‘the installation of 
boilers of sufficient. power so that they need 
not be forced, and also the use of mechanical] 
stokers. The use of properly operated oil 
furnaces and gas furnaces for domestic heat- 
ing and factories has done something to 
reduce city smokiness, The electrification of 
railroads and the more general use of electric 
power are ways of lessening the amount of 
smoke in cities.” 


NURSERY SCHOOLS 


Dealing with the need for nursery schools 
Dr. Thomson says:—' Some 15 to 20 per 
cent. of children entering upon school life 
suffer from some kind of defect. By the 
opening of nursery schools we shall: strike at. 
such disabilities and defects and clear away 
the ailments that hirder and endanger the 
toddler 

“It is essential that we should consider 
the maternity mortality rate and the infant 
mortality rate of the city—and it is necessary 
that these rates should be taken together. 
The following shows the maternal mortality 
and infant mortality rates for Belfast for the 
last three years, as compared with the rates 
for England end Wales for the same periods: 

“ Maternal mortality—Belfast—1933, 5.1; 

4; MS 6.1, England and Wales— 

‘Infantile mortality—Belfast—1933, 102; 
1934, 80; 1935, 112. England and Wales— 
64, 59, 57.” 

The medical superintendent adds: ‘“It is a 
truism that public health is a purchasable 
commodity. If we are prepared to face the 
necessary expenditure we can.make a con- 
siderable improvement in our rates of mor- 
tality.” 


OVERCROWDING 


Once again Dr. Thomson stresses the evil 
of overcrowding, and while noting the great 
improvement in the housing accommodation 
of the city. urges the need for such cheaper 
dwellings as the very poor can afford. 

Disappointment is expressed at the in- 
creased prevalence of both scarlet fever and 
diphtheria. The importance of immunisation 
for diphtheria is emphasised. 

A detailed account of the milk-borne epi- 
demic of typhoid fever which occurted in 
September last, and which imvolyed the ad- 
mission of 100 cases to hospital, is embodied 
in the report. 


BOY KILLED ON RAILWAY

Shortly after a railway car had left 
Blaenavon on the downhill journey to Ponty- 
pool, the driver saw a baby sitting on the 
rail. He applied the brake and blew his 
whistle. but the baby was run over, and 
died in hr ypital a few hours later. 

At the inquest yesterday John House, a 
colliery hauvlier, the baby’s father, said that 
his little boy, who was one year and eleven 
months old, hed been warned not to go on 
the line, but was too young to appreciate 
the warning. 

Thomas Powell, the driver of the car, said 
that the boy was fifty yards away when he 
saw him, and he could not have pulled up 
more quickly than he did, 

Exoneratiag the driver, the jury returned 
a verdict of accidental death.

LABOUR NOTES 
LIGHTNING STRIKE AT 
NORTH WALL

Werk has been suspended on the erection 
of the new grain silo at the North Wall, 
Dublin, as the result of a lightening strike of 
abont “fifty labourers ‘employed by the con- 
tractors (Messrs. R. J. Campbell and Co., 
Merrion Row).. These men, who are employed 
on shift work, did not report. for duty yester- 
day morning. They are members of the 
Builders’ Labourers’ Union, the Irish Trans- 
ort. and General. Workers’ Union, the 
Vorkers’ Union of Ireland and the Irish Sea- 
men’s and Port Workers’ Union. Although 
the strike was unofficial the men on the later 
shifts did not report for work. 

At about.10 a.m. the carpenters employed 
on the scheme, having exhausted all the work 
available, were ‘paid off. In all, about two 
hundred workers are affected. 

The men are demanding the payment of 
time and a quarter to all engaged on shift 
work. At present some workers are paid at 
that rate, while the others are paid at the 
ordinary rate. 

The matter was taken up by the Unions 
concerned later in the day, and praposals 
were made for a conference on the wage 
issue. This proposal was not accepted by the 
firm, as the men were still on strike. it is 
understood that the firm's view is that there 
can be no discussions until work is resumed, 
A representative of the firm stated that an 
early settlement is expected. 


MOTOR DISPUTE SETTLED 


As the result of a conference under the 
auspices of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce a ‘Settlement has been. peached in 
the dispute between the Irish, Automobile 
Drivers’ and Mechanics’ Union dnd Messrs. 
R. Grady, motor agents, Dawson street, 
Dublin. 

A small number of workers who had been 
on strike returned to their duties yesterday 
morning. In future they will receive the 
wage rates which were demanded by the 
Union last May. 


FLOUR MILLING WAGES 


The Joint Industrial Council for the flour 
milling industry met yesterday at the offices 
of the Department of Industry and Commerce 
for the purpose of discussing a new agree- 
ment in regard to wages and conditions in 
the industry. 

A national demand made by the Trish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, and 
a demand made for the Dublin area by 
the Irish Seamen’s and Port Workers’ Union, 
will come. up for consideration durmg the 
discussions. 

After a general review of the position, the 
Council adjourned until to-day. It is 
expected that the deliberations will: be con- 
tinued until concrete proposals for a new 
agreement can be referred back to the general 
body on each side.

The plaintiff stated 
that. one month after he had made the pay- 
ment. an official announcement was made 
that Fat Science had been disqualified and 
was not, therefore, the winner of the race, 
and a dog named Ben Hur was announcer! 
as the winner. He at once saw the defendant 
and requested him to repay the £18, but 
defendant refused to do so, 

There was no appearance for the defendant. 
The Master entered judgment for the

IRELAND AND SCOTLAND 
ON THE LIST

HEN workmen begin to bore the new 
W Tuames tunnel between Dartford and 

Purfleet, a few weeks hence, they will 
be making a reality of a scheme that has 
been projected for years. But many othe 
tunnelling dreams have not come true. 

First among them. is, of course, the old 
scheme for a railway under the Channel, link- 
ing England and the Continent. Another is 
the idea of a tunnel between the mainland 
and the Isle of Wight. The Chamber of 
Commerce on the island made representations 
to the Ministry of Transport about this 
tunnel nearly 10 years ago, but nothing has 
been done since. It was pointed out at the 
time that the initiation of such a scheme did 
not rest with the Ministry. 

A plan for a road tunnel under the River 


Tamar, from Devonport to Torpoint, has been 


advocated from time to time, but Without 
effect, although the tunnel would avoid a 
twenty-mile detour for motor cars between 
that part of Devon and Cornwall. 


IRELAND MENTIONED 


One of, the most. ambitious of the projects 
that have never got beyond the ‘‘ dream’”’ 
stage is that of a tunnel from Ireland. This 
has. been urged on several*occasions, and when 
it was.raised in the House of Commons, some 
vears ago, Mr. J. H. Thomas, on hehalf of 
the Government, said that he would be pre- 
-pared to consider any scheme whieh . could 

é shown to be techmeally and evonomically 

atticable, but he was careful. to add that 
ye doubted whether the suggested tunnel fell 
within that category. The project in ques- 
tion was one for a railway ftom Portpatrici, 
a Ecotiine, to Donaghadee, in. Northern Ire- 
and. 

The late’ Sir William Bull. M.P.- for Ham- 
mersmith,. and an ardent apostle of the 
Channel tunnel idea, greatly favoured this 
scheme of a railway from Ireland. He was a 
tunnel enthusiast. He advocated tunnels al- 
most everywhere.—under the Humber, the 
Forth, the Bosphorus and the Suez Canal, 
among other places. Another idea of his was 
an under-sea railway from Gibralter to the 
African coast. “He used to visualise the day 
when it would ‘be possible to travel by train 
from. Belfast to Capetown. 

The new Thames tunnel at Dartford. with 
its estimated length of little more than a 
mile, will be a mere pigmy compared. with 
the world’s famous tunnels. That under 
the Severn is four and a half miles long. 
the new one under the Mersey, which was 
opened by the late King George two years 
ago, extends for 2.1 miles. 


LONDON’S BOAST 


These, in their turn, are small compared 
with the great tunnels of the Alps. The 
Simplon bores its way from Switaerland into 
Italy for twelve and a half miles. The St. 
Gothard, in central Switzerland, pierces the 
mountains for more than nine miles, but the 
longest railway tunnel in the whole world 
is not the Simplon, as many people imagine. 
The record is held by England, and that by 
a long margin. If you get inte a Jondon 
underground train at Golder’s Green and go 
to Morden by way. of Charing Cross, you 
will have travelled 14.7 miles through a con- 
tinuous tunnel; via the Bank station the 
journey is 16.5 miles, This is by far the 
longest railway tunnel in the world,

Troubled Waters 


Any doubts that may have been linger- 
ing in the minds of thoughtful men re- 
garding the dangers of another world war 
will be removed by the latest news from 
Germany. During the last week or so there 
have been mysterious whisperings from the 
idyllic surroundings of Berchtesgaden, 
Herr Hitler’s Bavarian retreat, where the 
great man has been in secret conclave with 
General von Blomberg, head of the Reichs- 
wehr, and other important figures in the 
military and naval world. All sorts of 
suggestions have been made; but Herr 
Hitler knows how to keep his secrets, and 
no hint of the truth was allowed to escape 
until yesterday, when an official statement 
was signed jointly by the Fuehrer and 
General von Blomberg. It is a fateful 
document; for it announces that hence- 
forward the period of service for German 
conscripts will be two years with the 
Colours. Hitherto, since Herr Hitler re- 
introduced conscription in defiance of the 
Versailles Treaty, the period of service 
has been one year, after six months in a 
labour camp. The new decree, therefore, 
virtually will double the size of Germany's 
army, and by the end of the present year 
the Third Reich will have something like 
one million men under arms. Herr Hitler 
makes no secret of the reason that has im- 
pelled him to take this drastic step. 
During the last few days the German 
newspapers have been most outspoken in 
their attacks on Soviet Russia, and Herr 
Hitler and General von Blomberg in their 
joint ukase refer pointedly to ‘‘ Soviet 
militarism.’’ Germany 's decision to in- 
crease her army is an answer to the 
recent Russian decree whereby the 
military service age was reduced from 
twenty-one to eighteen years—a 
which is calculated to increase Russia’s

Poles. He even seems to be ready to come 
to terms with the Czechoslovaks and the 
Lithuanians, whom he hates like poison. 
Apparently, he conceives the next war as a 
kind of Teutonic Jehad 
Russian Slavs, in which the triumphs of 
the Teutonic Order will be repeated and 
Aryan civilisation will thrust itself into 
the fertile plains of the Ukraine. After 
her experience of a war on two fronts, 
Germany has no desire to challenge the 
combined might of Britain and France 
again, She is particularly anxious to re- 
main friends with the British, knowing 
and dreading the strength of their sea 
power, and Herr Hitler is prepared to go 
to almost any lengths to develop good 
relations between Berlin and London. If 
he can make a bargain with Britain, it 
will counteract to a very great extent the 
Franco-Russian » pact, which, as Herr 
Hitler knows very well, is not particularly 
popular in British circles. This agree- 
ment between Paris and Moscow is part of 
the vicious circle in which all Europe has 
been revolving since the advent of the 
German Nazis. It was concluded by 
France as a counter-stroke to Germany's 
re-armament, and, as a direct result, the 
position on the Continent is almost pre- 
cisely what it was just before the Great 
War. Once again Britain’s position is 
likely to be decisive. If she stands firmly 
by the side of France, Germany wil! think 
twice before she makes war on anybody ; 
if she vacillates, as she vacillated in 1914, 
anything may happen. 

One of the signs of Herr Hitler's con- 
ciliatory attitude towards Great Britain 
is his acceptance of the French proposals 
fot non-intervention in Spain. It is a well- 
known fact that the Nazis were opposed 
very strongly to any such plan, and would 
have welcomed the chance to put their 
fingers into the Spanish pie.

ning. The Fascist and the democratic 
States are in uneasy partnership regard- 
ing Spain, solely because Germany does 
not wish to fall out with Great Britain. 
Nobody who has any knowledge of the 
situation cherishes the least illusion on 
the subject. The danger of intervention 
and, therefore, of war, is by no means 
past, and the next few weeks will have 
their anxious moments. In Spain the 
struggle continues without abatement. 
The “‘sensation ’’-mongering newspapers 
are having the time of their lives, revel- 
ling in stories of atrocities and counter- 
atrocities, but responsible men throughout 
the world realise all too clearly that the 
flame that was kindled by General Franco 
yet may consume our generation. 


Earwigs 


Towards the end of August the tarwig 
comes into its own. An insect with a 
nicely developed news-sense, it chooses its 
time well. In these days, when there is 
keen competition in the animal kingdom 
for a place in the newspapers, it perceives 
that its bref reign of terror—if it is to 
attract any notice at all—must be sand- 
wiched in somewhere between the sea 
serpent of July and the moment when the 
partridge and the oyster have a monopoly 
of space. At the moment it is in mid- 
season form. Weeks of practice have put 
it into a hard training which makes 
nothing of the long trudge up the side of 
the teapot which is necessary before it can 
ensconce itself in the spout, and to nego- 
tiate a difficult window in order to spend 
the night in somebody else’s bed is the 
merest matter of routine. By its remark- 
able proficiency, it has got its name into 
the newspapers without difficulty. .The 
Press, sensitive as always to the vast 
currents of human feeling which agitate 
the world, cannot afford to neglect the 
possibilities of.a creature which combines 
something of the armour-plated strength 
of a tank with the speed of a Jesse Owens, 
and writers who have ideas on how to cope 
with the earwig menace find the public 
eager to hamr from them. Various schools 
of thought exist on this matter. Those in 
whom the lure of the chase is strong point 
out that the earwig always may be 
depended upon to give good sport. A 
strong insect, found near the leg of the 
bridge table, has been known to lead the 
field for an hour before it went to ground 
in a mouse-hole ; and other good gallops of 
forty minutes or more from find to kill are 
reported from the ‘Shires. Older people 
whose hunting days are over put their 
faith in carbolic or coal tar soap. There 
is, however, a third, or, as it may be 
called, a ' pro-earwig’’ party. A corre-

earwigs are unique among insects in their

sense of maternal duty. The mother’s 
care, it seems, is such that she will even 
thrust her husband out of doors in order 
to thwart his natural instinct to make a 
hearty meal of his family. All through 
the trying period of youth and adolescence 
she displays a devotion from which the 
directors of Hollywood dramas of mother- 
love could pick up many hints. After this 
revelation it seems almost indecent to 
think in this connection of carbolic or 
the chase. Yet man, after all, is greater 
than the earwig; and we must be on our 
guard against a sentimentality which is 
hostile to our well-being. Regarded in 
this light, the mother’s devotion which 
protects her young from the voracious 
father results only in increasing the earwig 
population, and it is thus obviously 
against public policy. Be she meeker, 
kinder than turtle-dove or pelican, here is 
an insect of which we must say with the 
poet : 
“ If she be not kind to me 
What care 1 how kind she be?” 


Smoke 


In the course of a thoughtful report on 
Belfast's health, Dr. C. 8, Thomson, the 
Medica] Superintendent, speaks at length 
on the “ smoke nuisance.’” The city, he 
says, has organised excellent medical 
services in order to preserve the health of 
infants and school children; yet the 
children must live at least part of their 
lives in an atmosphere ‘‘charged with 
smoke, soot, tar, grit, gases.” In Eng 
land there already is an Act of Parliament 
which allows local authorities té tackle 
the smoke nuisance; but the existing 
powers of the Belfast Corporation are not 
nearly wide enough. We commend Dr. 
Thomson's campaign, and have little 
doubt that it will be followed by early 
reform. Here in Dublin, it is true, the 
nuisance is less manifest than in Belfast, 
for the excellent reason that Dublin houses 
fewer heavy industries. Tradition has 
given her the name of “ dirty Dublin ” ; 
but the dirt is not atmospheric—it is due 
rather to untidiness and bad paving than 
to smoke in the air. Yet, with an indus- 
trial future opening before the Free 
State, it is not impossible that, in 
course of time, the air of Dublin will 
become as dangerously polluted by the 
emissions of tall chimneys as is the air 
of Belfast or any other manufacturing 
town. Every precaution must be taken 
against this danger—and must be taken 
now. it can be lessened, in the first 


centres of recreation, 


place, by the encouragement of electricity 
as the fuel of industry. In the second 
place, the peril can be reduced by careful 

lanning of the city. As far as is possible. 


‘Industries must be situated in such 


positions that their smoke—if they have 
any—cannot pollute those areas in which 
people have their dwelling-places or 
children their 
schools. or office-workers their employ- 
ment. Too often, when people think vt 
tewn-planning, they think of it as a 
science whose whole purpose is to beautify. 
It has other and even more important 
functions, the chief of which is to ensure 
that citizens shall have every opportunity 
to live a comfortable and healthy life. Jf 
the Free State Government has its heart 
really: set upon the development of 
industry, its clear duty is to avert the 
damage which industrialised surroundings 
inflict upon the people—in a word, to 


insist upon skilful planning of every : 


The Age of Miracles 


One of the most improbable inventions 
of our time now is being demonstrated at 
the wireless exhibition in Olympia. From 
the B.B.C.’s new Alexandra Palace tele- 
vision transmitter pictures are being sent 
through the air to the exhibition, together 
with the miraculous sound waves to which 
we have become so accustomed nowadays 
that we actually complain of the talent 
of those who perform before the micro- 
phone. So it will Le with television in 
a very few years, or even months; for the 
‘“ moderns ” accept so complacently the 
bewildering gifts of science that it will 
not be lon; before the correspondence 
columns of the newspapers are filled with 
righteously indignant protests against the 
poor quality of the television programmes. 
The almost superhuman genius of the 
inventors, and their long years of heart- 
breaking labour, will be forgotten—if they 
ever were brought to mind—and the 
public may vote the whole experiment a 
dismal failure because the screen is t'o 
small, because the images are too 
indistinct, or because television has failed 
to transform the home into a private 
cinema, with the cinema’s limitless supply 
of richly salaried entertainers. Perhaps 
the Alexandra Palace Station is going to 
provide the public with expensive enter- 
tainment for a licence fee of ten shillings 
a year; perhaps its apparatus will be 
technically perfect; but however success- 
ful the experiment may be, hundreds will 
be found to make suggestions for im- 
proyement, when those hundreds rightly 
should be devoutly thankful that man has 
discovered how to send even the most hazy 
pictures through the air. Yet the public 
in truth cannot be blamed for its com- 
placency. We accept the sun, the moon, 
and the stars without question, impotent 
before such wonders; and now we have 
learned to accept each new invention of 
science, however incredible, in the same 
unruffled manner. The mind of man 
now seems capable of so much that is 
successfully fantastic that the general 
public only will tolerate miracles of the 
very highest class.

GERMANY’S 
WELCOME MOVE

ERR HITLER’S welcome, though 
somnewhat tardy, acceptance of thie 
French proposals regarding the supply of 
war material to Spain has given general 
satisfaction here, and it is accepted as 
another definite lead to other Powers to 
pledge themselves to the same ban. The 
first lead, it will be remembered, was 
given by this country. It is all the more 
satisfactory that Herr Hitler, notwith- 
standing the failure of the Madrid Govern. 
ment to acquiesce in his demand for the 
return to Germany of the Lufthansa ‘planc 
seized by the Madrid “ Reds,’’ decided to 
waive the matter rather than let it stand 
in the way of international agreement. The 
countries concerned in the agreement are 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy, Russia 
Portugal, and Belgium. By Germany’s 
action M. Blum’s position will be 
strengthened in dealing with those who 
are urging the support of the Spanish 
Government, since the stories are now dis 
posed of that Germany desires to assist the 
anti-Government forces in Spain.

The promptitude with which the British

SACRIFICE FOR PEACE 


‘History has taught us that it is better 
to make great sacrifices—if necessary—for 
peace than to sink into Bolshevist chaos. 

“Against Soviet imperialism and its 
military threats National-Socialist Ger- 
many, the trustee of its own peace, and 
thereby defender of its culture, will take 
any measure which is mnecessaty to 
guarantee the freedom and independence 
of the nation in all cireumstances.”” . 

The conscription law of 1935 provided 
for one year in the army and one year 
in the labour service, but later it was 
altered so that people only served half a 
vear in the labour service.

“SACRIFICE” FOR GERMAN 
YOUTH 


The news of the decree was announced 
to the German public in special editions 
of Berlin’s evening newspapers. It was 
noteworthy that they contained, in addi- 
tion, long leading articles which had 
obviously been carefully prepared before- 
hand, and which were remarkable for the 
surprising similarity of their clearly- 
inspired phraseology. 

Noticeable was the emphasis on the 
sacrifice which the new law will entail for 
the young men of Germany. 

In contrast with the satisfaction ex- 
pressed in the newspapers was the absolute 
silence with which the news was received 
by the population of Berlin. The Wilhelm. 
strasse was empty. There was no groups 
at street corners or in cafés, and no sign 
of unusta! excitement. 

“There is not the slightest cause for 
the development of a war psychosis,’’ is 
the comment of the Berliner Nach tausgabe, 
“On the contrary, with this preventive 
measure the Fuehrer gives us the feeling 
of security, and makes clear that peace is 
assured through our strength to-day more 
than ever. 


EQUAL WITH OTHERS 


“Soviet Russia has military service of 
from two to four years. Most of the 
nations around us have a similar servicc 
of more than one year. With to-day’s 
decree, therefore, Germany only makes her- 
self equal with what for long has been the 
case with others. 

“The sacrifice which our youth must 
make for the security of the German people 
is slight. We are sure that our youth 
will know how to bear the honourable 
sacrifice laid upon them;.for those who 
have been educated in the spirit of the 
Nazi community know what they owe to 
the Fatherland and to peace. All young 
Germans will have to bear the sacrifice 
equally ; for there is no longer any pre- 
ferential period of service, 

“ We all, who see in the decree of the 
Fuehrer a further significant step towards 
the assurance of peace, freedom and in- 
dependence, want our military youth to 
feel cheerfully and proudly that we 
recognise that what they do, they do for 
us and for the future of our children.”’ 


NOT OFFENSIVE 
The Acht Uhr Abendblati writes: 


“ The measureless armaments of various 
neighbouring States, but especially the re- 
armainent measures of Soviet Russia, con- 
stitute a threat to Germany, which it is 
impossible for her to watch without action. 

é“ The introduction of the two years’ 
service in Germany is not, therefore, an 
offensive or aggressive measure. Through it 
Germany has only to some extent caught 
up with what others around us have long 


had. 


“ It is a preventive measure to make 
clear that Germany and its National- 
Socialist Government has no intention of 
allowing itself to be made a theatre of 


war for a army. 
“ This was absolutely necessary after it 


had been declared explicitly in high 
Soviet quarters that the Red army would 
prepare the way for revolution where Com. 
munism could not get a foothold by pro- 
paganda alone.”

RACE WAS TO HAVE 
BEEN HIS LAST

VERDICT of accidental death was 

returned at the inquest held at 
Antrim to-day on Charles Benjamin 
Bickell, of Highgate, London, who, while 
competing in the Ulster Grand Prix race 
on Saturday, was fatally injured in an 
accident at Muckamore. 

The Coroner (Dr. J. J. Adams) said: 
‘This is an age of speed—speed in the 
air and sea and on the land. This year it 
was supposed that they would get up to 
100 miles per hour in the Grand Prix, in 
place of 94 or 95 miles per hour. All the 
men who go in for these races do it at 
their own risk. They are not asked to go 
in, and they themselves are responsible. 
I understand that the cycle was all right, 
so the makers are in no way to blame.”’ 

By reason of his many motor cycling 
successes at Brooklands, Bickell, who was 
aged 41, was known as the ‘‘ Uncrowned 
King of Brooklands.” He was to have 
been married in three weeks, and he in- 
tended to make the Grand Prix his last 
race, He was competing for the first time 
in the Grand Prix 500 c.c. class, and was 
riding an Ariel. . In previous years he had 
competed in other classes in the race, Last 
October he had a narrow escape, when his 
machine went over the banking at Brook- 
lands while he was travelling at upwards 
of 100 miles per hour. 

District Inspector Moffatt, giving evi- 
dence, said at the time of the accident on 
Saturday he was in a position about 25 
yards from the Muckamore bend. He saw 
Bickell come round the bend. His bicycle 
was wobbling a good deal as it came into 
view round the bend, and Bickell was 
obviously making efforts to get it under 
contro]. This he was appar:ntly unable to 
do, and the machine struck the low wall 
on the right-hand side of the road. The 
bicycle and rider fell to the right, the 
rider. remaining prone on the road, while 
the bicycle skidded a yard on two towards 
the opposite side. 

Mr. H. H. Palmer, Secretary of the 
Ulster Motor Cycle Club, Lid.. stated that 
before competitors were allowed to start in 
the race all machines were examined and 
passed by competent experts. Bickell’s 
bicycle was so examined. as also was his 
crash helmet. The condition of the road 
was very satisfactory for racing. 

The Coroner extended his sympathy to 
Mr. Bickell’s brother, his fiancée and other 
relatives. He mentioned that this was only 
the second fatal accident during. all the 
years of the Grand Prix.

M. STALIN’S PURGE 
——-—- 


The Times in a leading article to-day 
observes:—The Soviet Government are 
evidently determined to wipe out the last 
vestige of opposition within the country. 
They are conducting a campaign against 
the Trotskyists almost as savage, and 
fully as widespread, as that which they 
launched against the leading intelligentsia 
six years ago. Outsiders who had believed 
and hoped that Soviet Russia, after 
eighteen years of privation and repression, 
was at last settling down to an orderly 
and slightly more liberal régime are left 
appalled at the sudden outburst of fury 
and cruelty. If the sixteen prisoners 
were, in truth, guilty of conspiracy and 
attempts at assassination, then they cer- 
tainly could expect little merey at the 
hands of their former comrades; but 
whether they were guilty, even in a small 
degree, or entirely innocent cannot be 
judged. The Soviet fury is partly ex- 
plained, because on their own showing the 
master plotter was not in the dock. They 
declared him to be Trotsky, whom they 
banished seven years ago. 
The root of the matter, adds The Times. 
is that Stalin has never completely won 
the battle between his own Nationalist 
policy and “Trotsky's Internationalist 
policy, Nor can final victory ever be his. 
e can have power and prestige and the 
whole of Russia behind him.; He can 


‘banish Trotsky and expunge his name 


from Soviet history books, but, with 
it all, Communism remains an inter- 
national creed. The Comintern still exists, 
simmering oi the pot, a mischievous 
memorial of Trotsky. It will still be used 
as occasion serves. It has played its un- 
avowed part in recent years to promote 
social unrest in Spain; but Soviet foreign 
policy must be mobile and elastic—that 1s 
to say, it must be free, as and when the 
state of international relations requires, of 
the commitments of orthodoxy, and it must 
be proof against criticisms expressed in 
words that might have been used by 
Trotsky. 
Lately such criticisms by zealot Com- 
munists have increased. A few of them 
view with misgiving the professedly more 
liberal Constitution to be introduced in 
November with its recognition of the right 
to Divine worship and its apparent 
guatantees of the secret poll. More still 
are alarmed at the great wage inequalities 
which, with Government blessing, have 
sprung from the Stakhanovist movement. 
But the voice oí Trotsky, unconsciously 
echoed, is heard wherever the unbending 
Tories of Communism demand more active 
Soviet support of the Madrid Government 
in the Spanish civil war. There are goo 
grounds for believing that the Soviet 
Government has supphed its partisans in 
— with money. But Stalin and his 
visers have found themselves in ‘danger 
of vindicating Trotsky. Along his own 
lines—the lines which Trotsky hiniself laid 
down for them in his two tre@tises on the 
Spanish revolution. Were they never to 
be free of the spectre? They are deter- 
mined to lay it once and for all and break 


the remnants of Trotskyism within the 
country.

Zamora, who was. in Dublin with the 
Spanish team in 1931, was reputed to be 
at one time the highest paid footballer in 
the world, and was even more popular 
than the greatest Spanish bull-fighters 
The adulation of his admirers went to the 
point of calling him “ the divine Zamora." 

Only a few weeks ago Zamora played 
for his club, the Football Club of Madrid, 
and enabled them to carry off the Spanish 
Cup. After the game, in a moving letter, 
he announced his retirement from tho 
sport. 

He was in the Spanish team that 
played England at Highbury a few days 
before the game with the Free State.

Paolino Uzcudun, the famous Basque 
boxer who was reported to have been 
executed by the Communists in San 
Sebastian, is alive and well. 

In an interview with Herr von Studnitz, 
Special Correspondent of the Lokal 
Anzeiger, he describes how he. was im.

COLLISION IN 
CHANNEL 


DESTROYER SINKS 
GREEK STEAMER 


CREW RESCUED BY 
WARSHIPS 


-—- 


HE 4,410-ton Greek steamer Antonis 
G. Lemos sank in the Channel yes- 
terday, after colliding in a thick fog with 
H.M.S. Keith, flotilla leader of the 4th 
Destroyer Flotilla of the Mediterranean 
command. All the crew were taken 
mboard H.M.S. Brilliant, also of the 4th 
Flotilla, and the Keith, and both vessels, 
according to an Admiralty statement 
issued last night, are expected at Ports- 
mouth to-day at daybreak. 

“H.M.S. Keith (1,400 tons) is com- 
manded, according to the July Navy List, 
by Captain D. W. Boyd. She has been en- 
gaged on patrol duty in Spanish waters, 
and was recently stationed at Valencia. 

Two other ships hurried to the scene of 
the collision, but their assistance was not 
needed. They were the Great Western's 
St. Julian, which had been on her way to 
the Channel Islands, with 400 passengers 
on board, and H.M.S. Dart, a fishery pro- 
téctios® vessel. 


DAMAGE TO THE KEITH 


Jt is learned that in the collision 
H.M.S. Keith was damaged in the bows, 
but was able to make for port under her 
own power. 

The first news of the collision was an 
S.O.S. picked up in the Isle of Wight by 
Niton Kadio from the Greek steamer, and 
relayed by Lloyd's Signal Station at St. 
Catherine's Point. 

The first message, at 12.25 p.m., stated : 
‘‘ Require ship to stand by,” and this was 
followed thirteen minutes later by a fur- 
ther radio message, which stated: “' Pre- 
paring leave vessel; British steamer St. 
Julian, 23 miles from my position, pro- 
ceeding full speed.” 

This is the second rescue in which the 
Brilliant has taken part in recent months.

HE gee ected to-day agreed to enforce an 

embargo on the export of arms and 
munitions to Spain. A declaration an- 
nouncing this decision was handed to M. 
Francois Poncet, the French Ambassador, 
and the following official communiqué 
was issued :— 

“The German Government has been 
informed that all States in question have 
joined the proposed declaration of an arms 
embargo against Spain. The German 
Government, therefore, has informed the 
French Government that it will now put 
into force, with immediate effect, the arms 
embargo in Germany. 

“This decision has been come to 
although the discussions with the Govern- 
ment in Madrid on the release of the 
German freight aeroplane have not yet 
heen completed. Naturally the demand.for 
the release of this aeroplane will not be 
afiected by the above. 

‘* Moreover, the German Government, in 
its communication to the French Govern- 
ment, expressed the urgent expectation 
that now also the other Governments in 
question will take the necessary steps to 
carry out effectively the measures 2greed 
upon as far as they have not already done 
so.” 

The ofhcial view is that Germany not 
only adheres to the Franco-British pro- 
posals, but has made them effective on the 
German side. 


CIVILIAN 'PLANES DOUBT 


It has not yet been made clear in official | 


quarters here whether the arms ban 
includes civilian aeroplanes. To-night the 


German Diplomatic Correspondence, the 


mouthpiece of the Wilhelmstrasse, says 
that the Government’s arms embargo 
against Spain lies “ right in the lind of 
Germany 's policy of keeping aloof from 
the internal affairs of other nations, and 
of declining everything that might possibly 
endanger the peace between nations.”’ 

The writer adds :—*‘ It is to be expected 
that all States will now refrain from doing 
anything, even indirectly, that runs 
counter to the neutrality agreement.’’ 

According to the article this includes 
‘‘ every moral or financial support from 
political party or private sources.

NEXT STEPS 


It seems probable, says a London 
message, that France, as the initiator of 
the proposals, will now communicate with 
Italy, Portnaal and Russia, who have 
undertaken to come into agreement im- 
mediately if the other principal powers 
concerned do so. It is most likely that 
these three countries, therefore, will now 
be asked to put an embargo into force 
at once. 

It is pointed out in British official 
circles that the latest developments in the 
international situation arising from the 
Spanish civil war constitutes a striking 
success for the French Premier, M. Blum, 
who proposed that the interested European 
Powers should adopt a policy of non-inter- 
vention in Spanish affairs. Six countries 
have now signified their adhesion to this 
proposal—Britain, Belgium, Portugal, 
Russia, Italy and Germany. 

It is also considered most satisfactory 
that the lead given by the British Govern- 
ment regarding the prohibition of export 
of war material to Spain has brought 
Europe into line on a question which at 
one time threatened to become exceedingly 
serious. 


ROME PLEASED

“CRIMINAL OFFENCE,” a

[5 it legal for General O’ Duffy to recruit 

Irishmen for active service with the 
Spanish insurgents? This is a question 
whieh is evoking widespread interest in 
Dublin at the moment, especially in 
political circles. sd i 

General O'Dufíy states that he has 
already received applications from some 
two thousand men who are anxious to join 
his “Irish Brigade,’’ and that recruiting 
for the organisation will conclude to-day. 

Yesterday I discussed the matter with a 
well-known constitutional lawyer, and he 
gave it as his opinion that recruitment of 
this description, when not conducted by 
the Government, constitutes a criminal 
offence. The Foreign Enlistment Act, he 
declared, prohibited any person from 
recruiting for a foreign Power without 
the express permission of the Government. 

The Aci was passed by the British 
Government in 1878, but under Article 73 
of the Free State Constitution and the 
Consequential Provisions Act it is Free 
State law. That being so, there emerges 
the question: “Do the activities of 
General O’Duffy and the officers of his 
party actually constitute a recruiting 
campaign ?”’ 

General O’Duffy possibly could take 
refuge in the argument that he is not 
acting in the capacity of a recruiting 
agent for a foreign Power, and that his 
sole object is to facilitate young Irishmen 
who are anxious to assist the insurgents 
against the Spanish Government, and 
a therefore, the Act does not apply. to 
im. 

No indication as to the Government's 
attitude towards General O’Duffy’s cam- 
paign has been given. Inquiries yester- 
day elicited no information. 

Interviewed last night, General O’ Duffy 
said that, as far as he knew, there was no 
Act of the Irish Government which pro- 
hibited a body of Irishmen from joining 
up “ to assist in the fight for Christianity 


i against the forces of darkness.” 


“Many Acts of the British Parliament 
that have been adopted by the Free State 
are, in my opinion,” he declared, “ ridi- 
culous and absurd, and this particular 
one would appear to be one of these. It 
would appear to be ‘an Act passed by 
the British Government prohibiting Irish- 
men from joining the armies of other 
countries in defence of the freedom and 
faith of their own country.’ ”’

war-time. 

Thirty-seven of the White Russian 
leaders were arrested in June at Sanhao, 
and, in addition to the nine who have 
now been shot, twenty-seven have been 
sentenced to long terms of imprisonment. 

It is stated that a number of White Rus- 
siaus immigrated to the Sanhao district 
about 1924, and after some time several 
were charged with, and found guilty of, 
Communist intrigues. 

In 1934 they are understood to have 
secretly organised a band of about three 
hundred ‘‘ Soviet Storm Troops.”

liner Scipio crashed and sank in the 

Bay of Mirabella, Crete, on Saturday, 
with the loss of two: lives, was described 
to-day by one of the survivors on his arrival 
in H.M. cruiser Durban. 


All the nine survivors—the five passen 
and four members of the crew—were injur 


one seriously, and eight of them arrive 
here in the Durban. 

“When the machine neared the coast, ' 
Reuter was told, “ violent squally weather 
was experienced. The gusts of wind from 
the mountains were so strong that south- 
bound machines from Athens to Alexandria 
were not touching Mirabella. 


‘PLANE’S BACK BROKEN 


“ As the Scipio was descending she was 
struck by a very powerful gust, which forced 
her down and made her bury her nose in 
the water. The ’plane’s back was broken 
in the crash, though in which part it is not 
yet known, 

‘* While the Scipio lay half-submerged in 
the sea we scrambled out through the after- 
hatch.”’ 

The accident happened, added the sur- 
vivor, at a spot 100 yards from the shore, 
and the machine sank in fifteen feet of water. 
He declared that he could not speak highly 
enough of Captain Poole, Commander of the 
Imperial Airways dépot ship Imperia, 
stationed at Mirabella, who within an hour 
and a half had arranged for first-aid treat- 
ment and for all the survivors to be put to 
bed 


The speaker also paid tribute to the kind- 
ness of everyone else who had aided the sur- 
Vivors. 

Three of the injured are in the Red Cross 
on and all are stated to be ** comfort- 
able.” 


CAUSE OF DEATHS 


Doctors who examined the bodies of the 
two passengers killed in the crash—Mr. T. 
A. C. Forbes, of Baron's Court, London, a 
former Indian police officer, and Lieutenant 
R. G. Wilson-Dickson. of the Royal Tank 
Corps—report that death was due to concus 
sion, caused by the shock of the impact. 

Salvage operations on the ‘plane will be 
started, if possible, after the craft has been 
inspected by an agent of Lioyd’s. 

The cruiser Durban was sent from Haifa to 
Mirabella immediately the naval authorities 
heard of the accident to the air liner. In 
addition to bringing the survivors to Athens, 
she brought some of the mail that was 
salvaged.

The passengers, nearly all of whom were on 
deck when the Ambrose Light was passed, 
agreed that no vibration was noticeable. 

Miss Helen Hayes, the film star, said: 
“Im mighty proud at being on the ship 
that broke the record.” 

And Mr, B. 8. B. Stevens, Premier of New 
South Wales, added; “ it's a great achieve 
ment. On behalf of my fellow-Australians 
I express my admiration and pride.” 


COMMANDERS’ VIEWS 


Hopes that the Queen Mary will make a 
better record at a later date were expressed 
to the New York Tunes im a statement by 
Sir Edgar Britten after the liner had passed 
the Ambrose Light. 

“The Queen Mary, which I have the 
honour to command,’ he .said, “made the 
trans-Atlantic record to-day, and the occasion 
is naturally very gratifying to the Canard-

WEST ABYSSINIA 


— ¢--_—- 
SAID TO BE STILL 
INDEPENDENT 


About 140,000 square miles of territory 
in the West and South of Abyssinia—an 
area larger than Germany—is entirely free 
from Italian occypation, according to the 
Abyssinia Association. 

In a statement issued in London yester- 
day, the Association says that there is some 
disorder caused by disbanded armies in the 
parts bordering on the occupied areas, but 
in the west an area as large as Great Britain, 
in which the people are pursuing their 
ordinary cultivation and trade, continues 
westwards to the Soudan, as before the 
Italian invasion. 

The Association criticises Mr. Eden’s 
statement that no Government exists in 
Western Abyssinia, and states that Gore is 
the present capital. The regent there is in 
reguiar communication by mail and telegram 
with the Emperor in England, it is stated. 

Apprehensions had been growing among 
those interested in the future of Abyssinia 
that the British Government, instead of 
desiring to assist a member of the League, 
unjustly attacked and defeated, might not 
oppose the disappearance of its Government. 

The Association also complains of the 
denial of permits to Ethiopian officials sent 
from London by the Emperor. with a view 
to strengthening the Government at Gore.

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‘MR. FRANCIS DAMES 


LONGWORTH 
Mr. Francis Dames Longworth, formerly a 
Master at Charterhouse, died at Southsea on 


‘hufsday, m his seventy-fourth year, says 


[Ae Times. The younger son of Mr, Francis 
Travers Lougworth Dames, @.C., of Glyn- 
wood, Athlone, His Majesty’s Lieutenant for 
County Westmeath, he went in 1874, at the 
age of 12, to' Charterhouse—Daviesities, 
Saunderites and Pageites—and became Senior 
Scholar, Talbot Scholar, and Medalliist and 
Classical Exhibitioner. He was also in the 
cricket eleven, and played rackets for the 
school. 

In 1881, when he and his another Edward 
took the additional name of Longworth, says 
The Times, he had obtained a scholarship, 
and he took a first-class in the Classical 
‘fripos .in 1864, being also honourably 
mentioned for the Chancellors Medals im 
1885. For a short time he was an assistant 
master at Marlborough, but returned to 
Charterhouse in 1886 as a master, becom.ng 
House Master at Bodcites in 1908, and re- 
mained til] his retirement in 1921. 

Dames Longworth’s early promise at 
rackets was amply fulfilled. He played for 
Cambridge in 1884, and was amateur rackets 
champion, singles, in 1892, 1893 and 1901, and 
dousles in 1895, 1901, 1906 and 1908. In the 
last two years his partner was his old pupil, 
Dr. H. W. Leatham. For a long time he 
held a unique position as an authority on the 
game, while the successes of Charterhouse at 
rackets were chiefiy due to his inspiration and 
training. With a splendid phystque and 
immense energy, he possessed a personal 
charm which endeared him to boys and 
masters alike, who all realised the elegance 
and accuracy of his scholarship. 

On the walls of his old classroom at 
Charterhouse is the followmg inscription :— 
“In this room Francis Dames Longworth, Old 
Carthusian, taught and imspired the fifth 
form for 35 years—1886-1921.”’ 

Mr. Dames Longworth was a founder of 
the Deo Dante Dedi Lodge of Freemasons, 
formed at Charterhouse in 1901, and was 
Master of the Lodge m 1907. He was Presi- 
dent of the Old Carthusian Club from 1907 
to 1909. He was unmarried. 


THE VERY REV. T. CANON 


CURTIN, P.P. 

The Very Rev. T. Canon Curtin, P.P., died 
at the Parochial House, Croom, Count 
lamerick, yesterday, after a protracted ill- 
ness. Born eighty years ago in Tournafulla, 
he was one of the leading priests in the 
Limerick diocese. He had been Parish Priest 
of Croom for almost thirty years, and was an 
active member of the County Vocational Fdu- 
cation Committee. He was instrumental in 
getting the new technical school for Croom, 
on a site provided by him free of cost. A few 
years ago he re-built and renovated the 
parish church. 


MAJOR G. W. GREER 


The death took place on Sunday evening 
at the United Services Club, London, after 
a brief illness, of Major Geo. W. Greer, J.P., 
of Oakley, Lurgan. Major Greer received his 
early education at Lurgan College, Armagh 
voval School. and Cheltenham, from which he 
went to Woolwich. being posted later to the 
toyal ‘Garrison Artillery, with which he 
served at Malta and in India. Retiring from 
the Artillery, he joined the órd Battalion 
toyal Irish Fusiliers, and attained the rank 
of Major. He was a prominent Unionist, 
and took charge of the training of the 
Lurgan area of the Ulster Volunteer Farce. 
At the outbreak of the Great War he was 
appointed transport offieer at Derry. He 
took a lively interest in the social and public 
life of the county. For a number of years 
past he was a member of Armagh County 
Council and Lurgan Urban Council. He was 
hon. treasurer of the Largan Golf Club for 
forty years, and in 1935 was appointed a 
hon. member f his work. A conspicuous 
figure in Irish he circles, he held all 
offices in St. John s Nodge, No. 134, Largan, 
and in the course of time became treasurer of 
the Provincial Grand Lodge of Armagh, and 
M.W.S of Prince Masons’ Lodge, No. 3, 
Lurgan, of which he was also secretary. He 
was chairman of the Lurgan “A' Branch, 
British Legion; Lurgan branch of the Ulster 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, and of the committee of the local 
Mechanics’ Institute. He was also a Gover- 
nor of Lurgan College. 


CAPTAIN J. A. JOHNSTON; M.B.E, 

Captain James A. Johnston, M.B.E., J.P., 
a well-known linen manufacturer, die 
suddenly at The Grange, Moyallon, Gilford, 
on Sunday evening. Captain Johnston was 
the third son of the late Mr. James Johnston, 
J.P., Lurgan, and a brothér of Mr. John 
Johnston, D.L., M.P. On Sunday afternoon 
he spent the time at Donaghadee, returning 
home at about 6 o'clock.

On his return home he was appointed 
District Commandant ofthe “B” Special 
Constabulary, Lurgan area, and was recently 
awarded the M.B.E. Only about a fortnight 
ago he was appointed a Justice of the Peace, 
He was a member of Lurgan Golf Club, a 
vice-president of the local Rugby club. Con- 
nected with the Masonic Order, he was a 
member of Gilford Loyal Masonic Lodge 
No. 145 and Gilford Royal Arch Chapter 
No. 145, as well as St. John’s Preceptory, 
Lurgan. He is survived by his wife and a 
young son,

CORONER ON DANGEROUS 
PRACTICE 


Five cigarettes nightly have been smoked 
in bed for the past fifty years by Mrs. Mary 
Spence, aged 78, who gave evidence yesterday 
at the inquest at Douglas, Isle of Man, on 
her sister, with whom she lived in a wooden 
bungalow. 

The sister, Ehzabeth Sparrow, ed 80. 
lost her life when the bungalow caught fire. 

Mrs. Spence yesterday told the Coroner 
how -she awoke to find the dressing-table 
alight. She roused her sister-and then went 
for help. She was always very careful when 
she smoked the nightly cigarettes. In run- 
ning to the nearest house,’ she said, she fell 
twice, and for a time was knocked uncon- 
scious. When she returned with help the 
bungalow had been destroyed. 

The Coroner said that it..was-.an exceed- 
ingly dangerous practice to smoke in bed. 

A verdict that Miss Sparrow was acci- 
dentally burnt to death was recorded.
